With denim, its possi- 
bilities are just beginning to be found 
out when the blue, that is so trust- 
worthy in tone, has become useful in 
so manv household departments. 
They do not make it flexible yet, but 
they will in time, when the manner of 
its weaving has been carefully thought 
out and improved upon. Now it is 
invariable in surface. There is no 
doubt but that great things might be 
achieved in the realm of art manufac- 
ture if all the modern knowledge and 
skill acquired since the old days of 
hand looming be brought to bear on 
the subject."— X.Y. Post.

TWO CENTS' WORTH OF GAS. 

irk Which That Amount Can 3b 
Made to Oo. 

This fluid is generally used as a 
synonym for something that tills more 
space than use; but see what two 
cents' worth of it can do, according 
to Prof. C. J. Lambert. 

It can generate about one pound of 
water when burned, and about 19 
cubic feet of carbonic acid. 

It can heat 30 gallons of water 
from 60 to 110 degrees for a bath, or 
it can boil eight gallons of water in 
good kettles, and make tea for 64 per- 
sons. 

It can work a one-horse power gas 
engine for one hour, or lift a weight of 
"" tons ten feet high, doing the work 
of six men for one hour. 

It' can melt ten pounds of iron, and 
make a casting in 20 minutes, which 
ordinarily would require two hours 
and 30 pounds of coke. 

It can braze a metal joint in two 
minutes, which would require 20 min- 
utes in a forge. 

If burned in a six-inch flue for ven- 
tilation purposes it can induce 80,000 
cubic feet of pure air. 

It can give you a brilliant light 
fWelsbach incandescent) of 50 candle 
power for nine hours. 

It can, in a good radiating stove, 
comfortably warm a room lti feet 
square for an hour.

ABYSSINIAN CONDITIONS. 

The Country Needs a Secured and 
Lasting Peace. 

The last Mohammedan aggression 
against Abyssinia took place in 1876, 
when 3,G0O Egyptian troops attempt- 
ed, without previous declaration of 
war, to overrun the province of Tigrc 
in order to bring Aoyi 
jection to the Egyptian state. Prof. 
Keinisch was at the time on a jour- 
ney to Abyssinia, and witnessed the 
patriotic spirit which inspired the 
people. On the self-same day that 
the Egyptian troops began to land 
at Massowah, swift messengers car- 
ried the news thence into the interior. 
From hill to hill blazed the far-seen 
beacon fires, and war cries rang 
throughout the provinces of the king- 
dom. On the following day the cen- 
ters of population already resembled 
military camps. Priests and monks 
were everywhere preaching a holy- 
war for the defense of the cross and 
the Fatherland. Without military 
summons or recruiting of volunteers 
all the able-bodied men of their own 
accord got ready their guns, swords 
and lances. Women and slaves 
looked to the supply of provisions, 
1 within a week 20,000 well- 
pped men turned out from the 
'ince of Ilamasen alone to occupy 
the mountain pass toward Tigre, be- 
fore the Egyptian troops had left 
Massowah. The outcome of the war, 
fatal to Egypt, is well known. It 
gave the immediate impulse to the 
events which finally led to the occu- 
pation of Egypt by Great Britain. 

As regards the probable destina- 
tion of Abyssina, Prof. Reinisch gave 
it as his opinion that — at least within 
a measurable time — it will certainly 
not share the fate of the Egyptians. 
They have been for centuries a nation 
of slaves, the Abyssinians a race of 
freeman. The. conquest of the coun- 
try by a nation capable of bearing 
the great expense necessary is, of 
course, possible, but it may be safely 
said that it is a much lighter task to 
conquer Abyssinia than to govern it 
afterward. For, in spite of the fer- 
tility of certain provinces, it is to- 
day a poor country, having been ex- 
hausted by its wars. To bring back 
its prosperity the blessings of a se- 
cured and lasting peace are urgently 
needed. — Geographical Journal.

He 
will investigate cur manufacturing in- 
dustries, ouir coal mines, our steel in- 
dustry — for this latter purpose making 
a special trip to Pittsburgh— and will 
also find out the reason for our suprem- 
acy in agriculture. He will first set 
foot upon th- United States in New

MRS. RUIZ TO LIVE BY SEWING.

Mrs. Kuiz, widow of Dr. Ricardo Ruiz, 
whose brutal murder in a Spanish 
prison is still fresh in the public mind, 
arrived at New York the other after- 
noon. She had been in Washington 
ten days, whither she had gone to 
plead for a deserved reparation for her 
husband's death. The success which 
attended her cause far exceeded Mrs. 
Ruiz* expectations. She and her little 
children were everywhere received with 
kindness and spontaneous expressions 
of sympathy. She related' how tender 
the good mothers of Washington had 
been to her children and rehearsed tht 
many compliments evoked by the 
brightness of Mercedes and Evange- 
line, the eldest girls. The little fam- 
ily, somewhat weary and travel-warn, 
went immediately to the house of L. 
Bossave, a Cuban lawyer, at No. 134 
West Ninety-eigth street, where they 
will remain until a proper home can 
be found for them. Mrs. Ruiz, although 
fully aware of the difficulty and toil- 
some road ahead of her, is determined 
to support herself and her children 
by her own efforts pending the final 
decision in her case. She does not 
shrink from the task or the hardships 
it involves. As soon as may be she de- 
sires to procure for herself and her 
little ones a modest home, preferably 
in the Cuban quarter of the city. Mrs.

FOUND A VAST CAVERN. 

Its Discoverers Think It Runs Under 
Sandusky Bay.
